REMARKS 

Claim 6 has been amended to delete the intended use and to recite a pharmaceutical^ 
acceptable carrier or excipient, as supported at least at page 25, second full paragraph. 
Claims 7-10 have been canceled as not further limiting claims 1-5. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Group IV. This election is 
made with traverse only in that in view of the amendment to claim 6, removing the intended use, 
Applicant submits that claim 6 should be examined along with claims 1-5. Note also that in the 
description of Group IV, "n" should be "m," i.e. m = 0. 

In response to the Election of Species with respect to Z, Applicant elects Z = 
unsubstituted or substituted heteroaryl. The claims readable on the elected species are 
claims 1, 3, and 4. 

In addition, the Examiner is requested, respectfully, to rejoin the method claims upon 
indication that claims 1 to 5 are allowable.
